2. An area in Whampoa (Huangpu, 115-24, 28-05) was being surveyed in preparation 
for the construction of buildings for the air forae school. On 19 June 1950 
the Canton Military Control Commission issued an order closing the area to 
military and civilian travel, photographing, building. and the anchorage of 
junks. 


3. Training for two hundred cadets waa scheduled to begin in September, when it 
wag expected that the school buildings would be finished. 
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
